PETITION TO ACCORD A FILING DATE UNDER 37 C.F.R. $ 1.10(d) 
This is a petition to accord the application papers in the above-identified matter a filing date 

of November 14, 2001, which is the actual date the application papers were deposited with the 

U.S.P.S. with proper postage as an Express Mail mailing. 

This petition is being filed promptly after the undersigned learned that the Patent Office has 

apparently accorded a filing date of November 15, 2001, to the application papers in question, as
